Sums@mountiug to nearly Rupees 6,70,000 in 
Government Securitics and cash, are now in the 
High Courts of the three Presidency towns, 
deposited in the course of snits instituted in the 
late Supreme Courts of Calcutta, Madras, and 
Bombay. There are also funds deposited under 
similar cireamstances in the Supreme Conrt of the 
Straite Settlement. ‘These sums have been on- 
claimed for more than tiventy years. The pro- 
ceeds of certain estates administered by order of 
the Supreme Court of the Straits Settlement have 
algo been unclaimed {or 4 period of fifteen years. 


The object of this Bill is to transfer these sums 
to the Government of India for the general pur- 
poses of Government, subject toeny claime which 
may herealter be established to the satisfaction of 
tie Court from which the transfer shall have been 
mide.

Statement oF Onsecrs AND Ryasons.

Under the Code of Criminal Procedure, Section 
the Local Government has power to order the 
[Pea of persons sentenced to imprisonment by 
he Mofussil Courts, from one prison to another 
in the territories of the dime Government. But 
as the law stands, no European or American 
sentenced to imprisonment by a High Court, can 
be so removed without the consent of the 
Governor General in Council, This having been 
found to cause delay, injurious in some instances 
to the health of the prisoner, the firat Section of 
the present Rill proposes to authorize the Looal 
Government to order the removal of any prisoner 
from the Jail in which he is confined to any other 
Jail within the territories subject to the same 
Government. 

Under the sixth Section of Act IV of 1849 
(lor the safe custody of Criminal Lunalics) the 
Local Government had power to remove to 
Lunatic Asylums persons sentenced to imprison. 
ment by any Cuart. The Local Government has 
a similar power, under Section 396 of the Code 
of Criminal Procedure, as to Criminal Lunatics 
sentenced by the Courts or Magistrates in the 
Mofussil. But, in consequence of the repeal of 
Act 1V of 1849 by Act XVII of 1862, it appears 
to have now po such power .as to Criminal 
Lunatics septenced by o High Court, The 
second Section of the present Dill accordingly 
proposes to authorize the Local Government to 
remove such Lunatics to Asylums, aud in case 
of recovery to remaud them or order them to be 
discharged. 

The Governor General in Qouncil has, under 
Act XXIV of 1855, Section 6, power to remove 
Europeans and Americans gentenced to penal 
servitude from one prison in British India to 
another. Under Act 11] of 1858, Section 5, he 
hns @ like power as to State prisoners. Bunt he 
does not appear Lo possess any general power of 
wmoving convicts from prison te prison. Tho
